from the Pound Department 
will be on duty at the Lennox 
Sheriff's station. 4331 Lennox 
boulevard each Saturday begin­ 
ning July 7, through July 28, 
between 8 a.m. and 4:30 p.m. 

A Los Angeles County dog 
license shall not be Issued for 
any dog, unless the owner pro­ 
vides satisfactory proof that 
such dog Is less than 6 months 
of age, or exhibit a valid vaccin­ 
ation certificate showing that 
such dog has been vaccinated
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with rabies vaccine or that such 
dog should not be vaccinated 
with rabies vaccine because 
such vaccination would jeopar­ 
dize the health of the dog due 
to age, infirmity or other dis­ 
ability.

Los Angeles County dog li­ 
cense fees for the fiscal year 
1956-57 will become due on July 
1 for all dogs three months of 
age, or older, in the unincor­ 
porated area in the county.
